Tlu fact if that Russia is passing through a stage 
mcidsatal to a "New Deal," and is endeavoring to 
make good a tremendous economic experiment in 
circumstances "purely Russian. Whether shk will 
succeed or not is an open question from the viewpoini 
of outsiders. wUh the odds in favor of an evolution 
from the presciit system in the direction of represen¬ 
tative instUutioos aad the (iltimate abandonment of 
the dictatorship. Individualisro is bound to force Us 
way to the top in Russia in spite of every possible 

literacy of the people, most of %vhom are not only 
able to rca^ and write but are being educated and 
otherwise cultivated in i manner not even dreamed 
of in the days of the Romanoffs. 

Another factor which in tune must mfluence the 
Russian experimept is commercial contact with other 
countries, vrithotit which it is impossible for the soviet 
republic to continue its programme. She can not 
get along without roaintaining an iniimalc relationship 
with capitalism, no matter what she may call her 
policy, for she. must import materials, machinery and 
men to develop them from the so-called capitalistic 
countries. 

But in her evolution ifie %vill have aa unexampled 
opportunity to develop a social and economic order 
which will be free from the abuses whiclr'bavc nearly 
destroyed modem civdization. and which must be 
driven out elsewhere before the world vfill recover 
economic stability. It would be folly for RuslU 10
